(By United Press) 
CHICAGO, May 20.—George Car- 
dinal Mundelein made his attack on 
Naum treatment of German Catho- 
Hes as a result of knowledge ac- 
quired through private channels and 
not because from the 
Vatican, sources close to him said 

The Cardinal. himself is of Ger- 
man extraction and is closely asso- 
ciated with the Franciscan Sisters, 
most of whom are of German par- 
entage and many of whom have 
friends and relatives living in the 
Reich. The sisters care for his 
residence at St. Mary-of the Lake 
Seminary. 


STAYS IN SECLUSION 


It was said that information 
gathered through these channels 
led him to speak. 

The prelate remained in seclu- 
sion today and had no statement to 
make regarding Germany's protest 
to Washington against the speech 
in which he referred to Fuehrer 
Adolf Hitler as “an Austrian paper- 
hanger,” and “not a very good one.” 

He protested persecution of the 
church in a speech before priests of 
the Chicago archdiocese. Tuesday, 
‘saying it would be “cowardly” if 
members of the church did not 
make some answer to activities of 
the German government. He accused 
Hitler and his aids of forcing the 
German people into a return of 
paganism. '

Treason Raises Its 
Head in Maine 
Do you recall how, after thé Nov. 3 elec- 
tion, Hearst ¢00k Maine and Vermont to his 
fascist bosom? 

These two Landon states were “all that 
was left of America,” declared Hitler’s paid 
American agent. 

The anti-democratic treason implied in 
these words is now being carried out in life 
by the shoe barons, ‘the big bosses of the 
former state. Using their puppet Supreme 
Court Judge Manser, they have openly vio- 
lated the law of the land, the Wagner Act. 
They have used bloody violence against the 
strikers. They have jailed the workers’ 


leaders. 


But they have done more than that. 
They have turned their violence against 
President Roosevelt himself. Their organ, 
the Lewiston Daily Sun, of May 8, assails 
the President as “No. 1 Lawbreaker of 
America,” as “No. 1 assailant of your 
country,” as the “grand smasher of indus- 
try.” Following the tactic of the pro-fas- 
cists everywhere, it reflects upon the Pres- 
ident’s mental responsibility, terming him 
“queer-minded.” 

This incitement to violent hatred of the 
President is followed by a declaration of war 
against the Federal government—a defi that 
that government shall not legislate for 
Maine. 

The intent of all of this is perfectly clear. 
The pro-fascist forces see that they cannot 
make great headway among the American 
people. They are, therefore, turning more 
and more to violence and open lawlessness 
as their weapons. Talk of “assassination,”
